"SPEeTATOR'' TAKES FLING -~ 
AT "RIFF-RAFF" ASPERSIONS 

This reporter is definitely not for Mr. Dewey as our next Presi- 
dent, but this short piece is not intended as propaganda against the 
contender's cause. Even so, it will hardly be possible to have the Re- 

• publican candidate play more than second fiddle if the point which 
is sought is reasonably well demonstrated. That point concerns what 
is regarded as an indefensible and quite stupid attitude on the part 
of very many "educated" persons. 

• • • 

At one of the high-priced Atlantic City hotels last week, pretty 
nearly all of the several hundred guests assembled in the radio room 
to hear Mr. Dewey's Chicago speech. Each sentence of it was warmly 
acclaimed by the vast majority of its auditors, 99V4% of them, any- 
how. When it was concluded, a gentleman from Ohio arose and said 
It was a pity that "such sound philosophy could not be crammed into 
the heads of the riff -raff." He further declared that every voter should 
have to pass an "intelligence test" and he deplored what he called 
the frustration of the "educated mind" in America. His remarks were 
rather excitedly applauded. 

This is exactly the same sort of thing which has been bobbing 
up daily in the Evening Bulletin during the last month and, of course, 
the identical idea is apt to come up. whenever the campaign is dis- 
, cussed in controversial manner. 

» « » 

The Gallup poll also adds fuel to the flame by revealing that 
most of those in the "educated group" are for Mr. Dewey, while Mr. 
Roosevelt has almost a perfect score in the classes of lesser oppor- 
tunity. It can be assumed that Dr. Gallup merely means that the 
particular persons questioned went to high school or college, and be- 
cause of that excellent fact it is interpreted that such tutored (but 
not always learned) men and women bring a greater degree of intel- 
ligence to their political decisions. Ergo, what they advocate is apt 
to be the better judgment and what a tragedy it is, from the stand- 
point of the Country's best estate, that everybody does not know as 
much as they do! 

* * * 

At this stage, your reporter implores you to believe that he 
speaks not as a partisan, but primarily' as a historian, quoting from 
an authentic record, in which capacity he begs leave to aver that the 
"educated voter" is the poorest friend an aspiring democracy ever 
had, in this nation or in any other. 

This general statement is not intended to mean that the truly 
educated man does not have a greater capacity than the "ignorant 
man' in the street" to grasp the implications of economic and social 
facts, and to advance them, with his superior knowledge, for the ben- 
efit of the common cause. The centuries demonstrate, however, that 
the formally trained man as a rule does no such thing, but that on 
the contrary he has invariably allowed class interests and antipath- 
ies to bias and to divert his judgment. The result has been that the 
so-called uneducated laborer who possesses specific and first-hand 
acquaintance with relevant facts and conditions has manifested, for 
hundreds of years, that he is a far more reliable aid to humanity in 
his civic verdicts that his more favored brethren have ever proven to 
be. 

The "educated man," speaking generally, has never ceased to be 
the victim of half-truths and he has (again speaking generally) held 
strangely aloof from that thorough and all-inclusive analysis of the 
actual facts which pertain to the decisions he is called upon to make. 
He is almost always afraid of his own shadow, afraid the lowly ones 
will take something away from him. That is why. perhaps, American 
business, as a case in point, fought bitterly, at least from Andrew 
Jackson's time, every commercial regulation that was proposed for 

* public protection, but which, when enacted, ultimately proved to ben- 
efit -the business fraternity even more than any other part of our 
population. 

This queer spectacle of money-minded "business" being literally 
forced to add to its profits is not an unreasonable example of the 
fallacy involved nor is it a particular tribute to "educated" decisions. 
Nevertheless, it is not suggested that "direct profits" should ever be 
accepted as the all-important issue, but why is it so regularly over- 
looked by "educated" persons that a full-rounded solicitude for the 
general welfare is bound to provide those same "educated" persons 
with an assurance and a safety, aye, and an increased income, not 
otherwise possible to them? 

Many persons of educational attainments are deeply aware of 
what the often forsaken "riff-raff" (which is what Washington's sol- 
diers were also called) has done for their stations in life; and many 
more will come to their side when education is permitted to assert 
its loftiest motives in a more unbridled way than has been the case 
since soon after the serf started to fight his way to political freedom. 

• • • 

It's not quite cricket- to thus toss this important theme (about 
which so very much can be said) into an arena limited by the space 
possible in a little town newspaper, but it will serve its neighborly 
purpose if it stirs some enlightened and well-intentioned debate. And 
finally (once again, hot as apartisan, but as a friend who wishes to 
better illuminate the point he offers for discussion) did Mr. Dewey's 
Chicago speech convey, in any degree that he felt he was talking to 
, "educated persons." Review carefully what he said before you answer, 
please,

Wants Truth Told 
About Pearl Harbor 

Scott Flays New Deal 
Administration at 
Bryn Mawr Meeting 

Congressman • Hugh Scott, of 
Philadelphia, charged that, "Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's reasons for not 
telling us the truth about Pearl 
Harbor are reasons not of military 
security but of political security," 
in an address before a well attend- 
ed Republican rally at the Bryn 
Mawr Fire House Friday night. 

Introduced by Montgomery 
County Congressman Samuel K. 
McConnell. Jr., the Philadelphia 
Congressman, who has made ex- 
tensive investigations of Pearl 
Harbor,' presented a detailed ant 
documented account of events 
preceding tne. Jap attack. 

Scott asserted that "the Com- 
mander-in-Chief rejected all the 
evidence" provided by the State 
Department and military and 
naval observers that a surprise at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor was planned 
by the Japs. He stated that Roose- 
velt removed an admiral from 
command at Pearl Harbor who 
did not wish to keep the fleet at 
anchorage, that he ordered de- 
stroyers transferred to the Atlan- 
tic, and refused Admiral Kimmel 
250 Catalina planes needed at 
Pearl Harbor for reconnaissance. 

"We are never going to get the 
truth unless we elect a Republi- 
can President. Vice President and 
Congress," Scott declared. "An ad- 
ministration which doesn't trust 
the people has outlived its useful- 
ness." 

"The progressive spirit," he said, 
"now resides in the Republican 
Party. We have a more plain, 
down-to-earth approach on get- 
ting people to work together. Only 
a progressive president and Con- 
gress can get together on a peace 
program and provide jobs."

Main Line League Nines Finally Give Up; 
Narberth and Manoa Named Co -Champs 



For the first time in its long 
history the Main Line Baseball 
League has co-champions — Nar- 
berth and Manoa! 

Their enthusiasm frozen by 
dwindling crowds and the frigid 
disapproval of the weatherman, 
the two arch-rivals decided 
enough was enough last Sunday 
and called off the remaining 
game of the championship series 
because after five weeks of try- 
ing to decide a champion, the ser- 
ies was right back where it start- 
ed — all even. 

Narberth's defending champions 
created the stalemate by pound- 
ing out a 7-3 decision over Manoa 
in the fourth series game, which 
had been postponed from the' 
week before because of wet 
grounds. A crowd of faithful fans, 
less than half the number that 
saw the previous game two weeks 
before, were in the stands at Vet- 
erans Park for the finale but only 
a few of them were hardy enough 
to remain the entire game. 

Gene Davis, Narberth manager, 
and Chick Matthew, Manoa pi- 
lot, met with league officials be- 
fore the game and they 'quickly 
agreed that due to the unseason- 
able weather for baseball it would 
be better for all concerned to 
windup the series and declare co- 
champions in case Narberth won 
I the fourth- 'game, rather than 



force a decision in a fifth game 
the following week. 

Some of Manoa's club officials 
objected to this decision at first 
but as the air became more bit- 
ing as trie game progressed they 
finally agreed it was the only 
sensible thing to do. 

The series. set a record for the 
length of a sandlot baseball lea- 
gue season in the Philadelphia 
district, despite the fact that one 
of the preliminary playoffs got 
underway a week earlier than 
usual. The teams would have been 
abl<- to finish easily had games 
been possible on Saturdays, but 
most of the players were tied up 
with war jobs and were free only 
on Sundays, 

Thus, Jim Craig, Narberth ace, 
had the last word in his mound 
duel with -Manoa's Wait Cantwell 
as he outpitched the latter in 
squaring the series. Craig kept 
eight Manoa hits scattered and 
fanned six while walking but two, 
while Cantwell was touched for 
ten hits. He walked five and fan- 
ned only four. 

Larry Barry, Manoa's shortstop, 
managed to blast a home run off 
Craig in the first inning, but the 
Narberth hurler bore down and 
didn't let up until the eighth when 
he had a 7-1 lead. Then Manoa 
tallied its final runs on a walk, a 



single by Meno, an error and a 
single by Straccioni. 

Narberth picked up a run in the 
first inning on Ollie Boyle's dou- 
ble- and Buddy Walker's single, 
and went ahead for keeps in the 
third inning when Bill Ott's dou- 
ble drove home Walker and Allie 
Shuckman, who had singled. Bill 
Graff added another Narberth 
run in the fourth when he singled, 
advanced on two infield outs and 
trotted across the plate on a wild 
pitch. 

Consecutive singles by Bill Sob- 
czak. Walker and Shuckman, plus 
a pair of fielders' choices, netted 
two more runs in the fifth. Boyle 
accounted for the final Narberth 
run in the sixth when he singled, 
advanced on a sacrifice and out- 
field fly and scored on Cantwell's 
error. 

Walker led both teams with 
three hits and wound up with an 
average of .412 for the series, sec- 
ond only to Manoa's Red Larkin, 
who set a record for series bat- 
ting with nine hits in 15 times 
at bat for an average of .600. Of- 
ficial scorer Al Mueller revealed 
that Manoa outhlt Narberth in 
the series, with an average of .248 
to .235 

Cantwell set a series record 
with 23 assists while Frank Ar- 
none did ditto with six errors in 
three games. 



Dewey Himself Has 

Made Peace The 

Issue, Says Cabrey 

A brochure on world peace will 
be distributed this weekend to 
every household in the borough. 
The booklet has been compiled by 
J. J. Cabrey, who heads a non 
partisan group advocating the re 
election of President Roosevelt.' 

Dewey himself, declared Cabrey 
this week, has .resolved the issues 
of the campaign down to the sin- 
gle one of permanent 'peace. 

"The Republican candidate," 
said Cabrey, "has accepted the 
entire Democratic program, except 
that part of it which pertains to 
the kind of international coopera 
tion needed to avert a third world 
war. He has even promised Labor 
a greater share of official concern 
than it now receives. Recently, he 
ceased talking about so-called 
'bureaucracy' which was inevitable 
in view of his declared intention 
to include 20,000,000 additional 
citizens hi the security plans. That 
would, of course, require many 
more 'bureaus' than at present, in- 
asmuch as Mr. Dewey has promised 
to retain all those now in effect. 

"On the one thing which really 
counted, . National Safety," Mr? 
Cabrey added, "Mr. Dewey has 
stated that it is not his purpose 
to further discuss the issue, de- 
spite its overwhelming importance 
and its prior interest to 75 per 
cent of Americans. That means he 
is forced to conclude that his ef- 
fort to walk on both sides of the 
street at the same time is an in- 
superable task. In the last few 
weeks, the Republican contender 
has confined himself to exaggerat- 
ed trifles, half-truths, insufferable 
rubbish about Communism and to 
general subjects that have utterly 
no place in ,an advanced political 
arena.

Mr. Cabrey further observed 
that he was in a substantial posi- 
tion to assert that if the Republi- 
cans had nominated an impressive 
candidate whose convictions on 
world peace had been soundly es- 
tablished, Mr. Roosevelt would not 
have -accepted - the- fourth • term 
nomination.

SGT. BARNETT 

Mr. and Mrs. James W. Bar- 
nett, 143 Merion Ave., Narberth, 
received their first letter from 
their son, Sgt. "Jimmy" Bar- 
nett, paratrooper, now a prisoner 
of the Germans. Sgt. Barnett 
was reported missing on July 3, 
and reported a German prisoner 
on August 10. Following is the 
letter received by his parents: 

"Dear Folks: 

"Well, kids, here I am again 
with the same old story — you 
know — not much news from this 
part of the world. Well, it's 
really the truth this time. The 
weather has been perfect dur- 
ing the day but chilly as hell 
at. night. A little different from 
the Summer back in Narberth. 
Please inquire at Red Cross 
about cigarettes, food and cloth- 
ing parcels. Not so. much the 
clothes and food but mostly the 
smokes — 50 a week doesn't go 
far here and I understand you 
and anybody else can send un- 
limited cigarettes through Red 
Cross. Check with them as they 
know the score. Feeling pretty 
good and starting to play a lit- 
tle basketball. Big game tonight 
with a team from Canada. Hope 
we win. Remember Psalm 91, 
7th verse? I do and very .well. 
Keep Karl and Sis on the ball — 
no worry about you or Dad. My 
best to neighbors and friends. 
Be seeing you. Love to all. 
Jim. 
August 16, 1944." 

Sgt. Barnett attended Lower 
Merion and was connected with 
the Empire Ordnance Co., at 
Manayunk before enlisting in 
service.

Overconfidence in a game with 
a traditional rival offtimes is fatal 
and that's the main worry of 
Coach Dick Mattis as his Lower 
Merion High School football team 
prepares for the 31st meeting with 
Norristown High School at Penny- 
packer Field Saturday at 2 P. M. 

Lower Merion was very impres- 
sive as it rolled to a 32-6 victory 
over a weak Phoenixville eleven 
last Week and in all cases where 
it has been possible to compare

KNOW YOUR 
STATE 



With the 1944 presidential cam- 
paign approaching its climax, there 
is much conjecture concerning the 
size of the vote. At the last presi- 
dential election, that of 1940, more 
than. 4.000.000 votes were cost in 
the Commonwealth. This repre- 
sented 81% of all persons regis- 
tered in the State. 

In that same election, 49.815,- 
312 votes were cast in the United 
States. This represented 39.3% of 
the total population of twenty-one 
years and over. In Pennsylvania, 
in that same year, 64.2% of those 
ever twenty-one voted for Presi- 
dent. The percentages in the va- 
rious counties differed widely. In 
Pike County the number voting 
was 86.3% of the total population 
of the county twenty-one years 
of age and over — the highest in 
the State. Sullivan County was 
second with a percentage of 81.5, 
followed by Juniata, Forest, and 
Wyoming Counties with percent- 
ages of 78.0, 77.7, and 76.0 respec- 
tively. 

In Philadelphia and Allegheny 
Counties, -the largest voting cen- 
ters in the State, over a million 
snd one-half votes were cast. 
These votes represented a percent- 
age of 67.2 and 68.5 respectively 
of the total number of persons 
twenty-one years of age and over. 
Mifflin County had the lowest per- 
centage in the State— 52.7, fol- 
lowed by Berks with 53.5. Lehigh 
53.7, Northampton 54.1 and Blair 
54.9. The county in which the cap- 
ital is located. Dauphin, had a 
percentage of 67.4.

Extra Food Values 

Homemade Nut Batter and Faste- 

With the aid of an ordinary food 
or meat chopper the home cook 
may convert some of this Fall's 
abundant nuts to butter or paste 
for sandwich fillings, cooked dishes 
and desserts, according to home 
economists of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. The butters may be 
used in soup, scalloped vegetables, 
stuffing and omelet or as part of 
the fat in biscuits, cookies and cup 
cakes. Almond paste is used in 
macaroons, candy, frostlngs and 
fillings. 

For a half pound of peanut or 
almond butter use: 2 cups blanch- 
ed and roasted nuts; 1 tablespoon 
bland table oil; % teaspoon salt. 
Grind through finest plate of the 
chopper twice or three times un- 
til the nuts have the consistency 
of butter. Add oil and salt. Mix 
well and pack in a tight container. 

To make macaroons, use: 1 cup 
almond paste; 1 cup sugar- 3 egg 
whites; Va teaspoon salt. Work 
paste and sugar together with 
hands or spatula. Add salt to egg 
whites, beat until light, and mix 
thoroughly until smooth with al- 
mond and sugar mixture. Shape 
with pastry bag and tube, or drop 
by teaspoonfuls a half inch apart 
on a greased baking sheet covered 
with wax paper. The mixture 
should be stiff enough to hold' its 
shape. Bake in a very moderate 
oven (325 deg.) 20 or 30 minutes 
until lightly browned. Remove at 
once from paper using a sharp 
knife.
